Bend it up to OongreM for'It* In- 
formation and guidance with no 
recommendation at all. But then 
ia no time clement involved, and if 
Mr. Hoover wiahc» to do eo he can 
withould It until March 4 has 
sounded the death knell of thia 
dying and turbulent seaalon.

Mr. Hoover proposes to do.
